Blood 
bubbled from his mouth with 
every gasp of breath, while the 
crowd about the ringside began 
to yell to: Referee Pecord to stop 
it.

As he 
sat lolling from side to side, his 
chief second, Walter Monahan, 
talked earnestly to him, and 
when Willard nodded his head, 
Monahan walked over and spoke 
to Pecord. The referee threw up 
his hands and hurried to Demp- 
sey’s corner. He gesticulated in 
the uproar and finally pulled 
Dempsey toward the center 
of the ring. The new 
champion realized that Wil- 
lard’s seconds had thrown up 
the sponge. As soon as he 
grasped the situation he started 
for Willard’s corner, and the late 
title holder arose and _ stepped 


vesterday is ample testimony to this. 
Wonderful Drama. 

It was a wonderful drama that 
was enacted in Bay View Park here 
vesterday afternoon, where a blazing 
sun shone down into the heart of 
that great frame crucible reducing 
the 50,000 occupants of the next 
largest arena to the ancient Roman 
Coliseum to a sweltering sunburned 
nass, Waiting for hours through end- 
less préliminaries for the zero hour 
of the big show. This came shortly 
after 4 o'clock, when both fighters 
entered the ring within a few 
ondgs of each other, Dempsey looking 
even less than the 195 pounds 
claimed for him and Willard appear- 
ng in about the same physical con- 
lition as during his last training 
workouts—slightly thick about the 
waistline and with a tendency to 
quiver about the abdomen and unper 
leg. However, many persons present 
remarked upon his seeming fitness 
for the fray. 

Dempsey, first to 
ring and take his seat under a large 
umbrella placed to shield him from 
the torrid rays of the sun, was brown 
as a nut and stolid of mien. He sat 
with his eyes on the floor for the 
greater part of the preliminary ar- 
rangements. Only once, after the 
champion entered the ring, did he 
lift his head to look at Willard, and 
then he took a goad, steady, compre- 
hensive gaze. Dempsey’s manner was

A NEW LEVEL OF ‘PRICES 


The history of the American 
meat industry—the packing busi- 
ness, it is commonly called—is a 
record of aggressive business en- 
terprise. 


To visitors from Europe the 
packing business has come to 
stand as a type of American effi- 
ciency. Critics have charged that 
America took its art, its architec- 
ture, its poetry and its music from 
old-world models, but they have 
always admitted that in the pack- 
ing business this country had 
evolved something new, and, from 
the standpoint of results, something 
admirable. 


It has become a proverb that 
the only part of a steer, or of a 
pig, which the American packers 
permit to go to waste is its dying 
breath. Everything else is utilized 
with a thoroughness which has set 
a standard of meaning-for the fa- 
miliar term ‘‘by-products.’’ 


The American meat industry has 
been built up to its present 
strength by sheer aggressiveness. 
The men who established it, and 
the men who now carry it on have 
not been opportunists. They do 


| 


not feel their way along cautiously. 
They are not the sort of business 
men who, today, are delaying the 
expansion of their enterprises just 
because wages and prices of mate- 
rial are high. 

J. Ogden Armour, perhaps the 
best known of the present genera- 
tion of American meat packers, 
preaches what he practices, and 
what his fellow-packers practice, 
in a statement which he has pre- 
pared, dealing with the present 
situation, and urgin business men 
generally to seize the present op- 
portunity. 

‘‘The greatest danger to our 
economic structure today,’’ Mr. 
Armour says, ‘‘arises from the 
failure of many to recognize a new 
and higher level of prices, based on 
permanently increased cost of la- 
bor, and high taxation. 

‘‘Those who postpone building 
or buying in the hope of materially 
lower prices, are speculating in the 
future misfortune of the nation. 
For falling prices, when reaching 
the point where profit is elimi- 
nated, mean panic, depression, un- 
employment and other troubles. 

‘*In the final analysis, 75 per 
cent or more of the cost of com- 


modities consists of labor, and re- 
ductions in the market price of 
commodities are, therefore, inevi- 
tably reflected in the compensa- 
toion of labor. 

‘‘Nothing in the situation war- 
rants anyone in expecting materi- 
ally lower costs of commodities in 
general, and building in particular. 
Wages will not be less, for several 
fundamental reasons: 

‘*(1) The practical stoppage of 
immigration since 1914. 

(2) The retention by the na- 
tion’s naval and military estab- 
lishment of nearly 2,000,000 work- 
ers, which may continue for an in- 
definite period. 

(3) The creation of new indus- 
tries, such as shipbuilding, and 
manufacture of chemicals and dyes, 
requiring hundreds of thousands of 
workers. 

(4) The ‘urgent demand for 
building and construction of every 
class, due to their having been 
forcibly held back for several 
years. 

(5) The shortage of the world’s 
food supply. 

(6). The proportionally higher 
levels of commodity prices existing
